veputation;” damages assessed at Tis. 1,000. 
Judgment for that amount, with costs, was duly 
entered. In the opinion of the Hongkong 
Talegvapk the plalotlff in this action bes but 
ttle reason to be proud of bis victory, Where 
the name of the writer of a letter published in 
an English newspeper is given, it has for years 
been the custom for.any action for Ilbet to be 
taken against that writer, and not against the 
editor printer, or pub'isher, although fn strict 
laweach endallofthem reliable, In thislnstance 
Monsieur Bryols signed his letter, and he waited 
In Bangkok to give M, Rolin-Jacquemyns an 
opportunity of suing, nay, heeven invited him 
to take action, The reasons given by the King

A DIPLOMAT'S OPINION ON THE SITUATION, 


(From Our Correspondent.) 
: Sxout, July and, | 
’ The arrival of the Shanghai and Japan papers 
-has put us into a state of consternation at the 
danger we run of belog drapged foto the homid 
vortex of war. Moreover the Information the 
writers glve about things passing under our eyes 
is new and picturesque, but most of what I have 
seen written in Shanghai aod Japan, unfortun- 
ately or fortunately, according to the stand- 
polnt from which one regards it, is faoclfol 
rather than frue, and bears the marks of 
mental excitement’ to which we are strangers 
here. I have just bad an intervelw with one of 
the forelgn diplomats whose sources of inform- 
ation are undoubled, and despite the warlike 
cries in the alr he belleves that peace will 
not be broken, except in the columoa of the 
newspapers, and that the only fluld shed will 
after all be {ok He put the situation in a 
hutshell thus; “Let use consider” sald he, 
“ what exactly ia the situation. To my mind It 
{a excesslvely simple ao far, though latterly by 
China's seeking the Intervention of certaln 
partles, it {3 not unlikely. to become more com- 
plicated, For tha past two months a rebellion 
has been in progress in the southern province, 
Chullado, The rlsitg was purely local, 
and was owlng to the fatully of the King, 


who, when implored by bis wretched, oppressed’ 


but patient’ subjects, to remove certain tyrannical 
officials, fastead of {mproving matters sent the 
people magistrates who were {afinitely worse, 
more debauched, exacting and ‘canscrupulous than 
thelr predecessors. This unhappy result was 
largely owing to the mischievous intervention of 
the Queen, who is the great power for mlrchief 
fo thie sadly misgoverned and miserable kingdom. 
Sceing her opportunity In the cashicring of the 
guilty and bated officials, she contrived to {lll 
thelr shoes with creatures and clansmen of 
own moie grasplog than thelr predecessors 
which would be impossible in any country but 
Koren. It was only when they saw that there 
was no hope of obtaining redress that the people 
openly took the field against thelr oppressors. 
You will remember that fo thelr proclamation 
the revolted people asserted thelr loyalty to the 
King, dud proclalmed that they were only wagiog 
war against his bad officers who were wslog the 
Royal preroga ives for thes own vile ends. The 
movement was purely local, and its effect would 
bave been confined to # small area had -It not 
been for the Ill-timed Interference of Yuan, the 
Chinese Resident here. This gentleman who 
waa.on the point of winding up his affairs and 
takidg his departure for bis new poat—that of 
. Taotat at Wenchow--was terribly anxious to 
earn some further recognition fram the P.

for military ald to the Viceroy Lt Hung-chang. 
The chief argument used by the Chinese 
tepresentatlve wae that the Korean forces 
would not be able to protect the residents 
of the Treaty Powers against the rebels 
without China's afd, and the King was 
so, frightened at the prospect of trouble 
on all sides that be gave Yuan a free hand. 
The troops were sent, as you know, in hot haste 
from Shan-hai-kuan and landed at Yashan 
harbour, the best port on the west coast of 
Korea, about 260 # {rom Chemulpo, We know 
now that China notified the Japanese representa- 
ve in Peking of ber intention to despatch 
troops to Koren the day before they were 
embarked In the China Merchants’ steamships. 
No International complications were expected 
even then, as may be readily [oferred from the 
fact that Count Casalnl, the Russian Minister, 
started from Peking on his way home, while Mr. 
Wacber, the veteran Russian Minister here, 
went to relleve him at the Chinese capital, The 
expedition constated of 1,500 men, three camps 
from Shan-hal-kuan, and despite all idle talk 
there have not been more than 2,500 Chinese 
troops in all landed at Yashan, The celerity 
with which the Japanese mobilized thelr first 
army corps and transported ft completely 
equipped fn every respect for war, was simply 
marvellous, and the only parallel that can be 
found for it is the case of the Prussians in 1870. 
As near as we can get to it the Japanese have 
now 7.400 soldiers at Chemulpo and Seoul, and 
acouple of thousand more at Fusan, Speaking 
of Chemulpo, reminds me that there the Japanese 
committed the mistake of Invading the Inter- 
natlonal Settlement from: which they had to 
move out upon a bint from the foreign Consals; 


they had also to abandon thelr idea of filllng the | 


harbour with torpedoes. The rond from Yashan 
to Seoal ts ateribly difficult one, across moun- 
talns and torrents, and would Impose enormons 
difficulties to the transport of anarmy, The 
Japanese are therefore over elghty miles off 
rom the Chinese, and unless the Chinese send 
a force to Chemalpa, which {s highly improbable, 
or that the Japanese despatch thelr men to 
Yashan, there Is no earthly chance of the two 
forces comlug into conflict. The proceedings 
have now reached the diplomatic stage, despite 
ellthe martial array on ‘elther side, and no 
matter what is sald to the contrary the Chinese 
have no {ntentlon of fighting. If they had 
intended to act as strongly as they would have us 
belleve, they would have long since have moved 
nearer to the Japanese, and ordered them to leave 
the country. But they contended themaelves with 
etting the King to ass the Japanese to evacuate 
fis kingdom, On the other hand, the Japanese 
have loat'thelr opportunity in not striking the 
blow at once, The question, as I have already 
said, has now passed into the: realms of 
diplomacy, Mr. O’Conor, the Britlsh Minister, 
and Shéng Taotal worked hard together in 
Tientsin last week to establish a = modus 
vivendt, but as the Japanese have only 
a Chargt dAfaires at Peking, there 
Is nothing to be done there except to lay 
matters before him and he submits them to 
Tokyo. Consequently the efforts of the British 


“Minister and Shéng Taotal came to nought, and 


the whole question must be settled at Tokyo, 
where it is now belng discussed. There is no 
full Chinese Mintster there, Lord Li belng away 
in his pative place In mourning, China's great 
Dionder so far has been Inviting the Roastans 
to come in as mediators, Many people would 
deem this act of folly lacredible, but the Viceroy 
commissioned Count Cassini to patch up peace 
with the drate and fiery Japanese, when he found 
that Mr. O'Conor: could do nothing, The 
Japanese a'so made a mistake 10 not striking at 
once and {in not occupying Fusan, which they 
have colonized for years, as a guarantee, 

The precedent set {s admitted on all sides to 
be a most dangerous one, and if It succeeds 
China ard Jepan will be both under obligations 
tothe Czar, If it fails Russfa, will bave a valld 
ground for intervening when both the opponents 
are weakened by thelr sieaggles, and {{{t succeeds 
China cannot well again claim suzerainty over 
Korea. In fact by ber course of action she has 
abandoned that claim already, and {n #0 much 
Japan has already obtaloed satisfaction. But if 
the Japanese do not row proceed:to the conclu. 
slon of thelr preparations, the country and the 
Parllament, already unraly enough, may be 
very much more dangerously exelted against the 
dynasty than they would be by a war with 
China, Japan, however, ‘may’ be forced to 
settle the difficulty amicably because of the 
enormous strength of China's special pleader. 
Russia In the end will be the only gaiver; she 
will cat the crete while the Japanese and 
Chinese will only get the shell, Both parties 
must recognize this ere now, ‘China brought 
Russia into the question, because of Russia's 
prestige in Japan, and becatee China does 
not want to fight, And from what I hear 
from Tientiia this is a wise decision, Every 
day, as the work of equipment proceeds, ber 
wnpreparedocss ig made more patent. Gun- 
boats with no guns on board; asmousles with 
only 20 rifles to be found for ony hundred pot 
fo ; every thousand men with a different pattern 
of fire arm, and the consequent mixture of 
ammanition; no coal on the men-of-war; no 
organisation, These are not the conditions under 
which to commence a foreign war, Moreover, 


there are known to be sixty millon taels in: 


Peking, gathered in from all corners of the 
empire for the Empress Dowager's Goth birthday 
celebrations, and there are ten thousand high 
mandaring “laying low" on every side to get 
hold of as much of that as they can, If this 
toncy were to be spent upsn a foreign war, the 
Tartar dyonsty would be wiped out by the 
defrauded mandarins, and It could not be expen- 
ded very well upon the object for which St was 
raised If the country was involved in a struggle 
with Japan, Theso are the reasons which incline 
me to the bellet that the storm will not get 
over the rim of the teacup, and‘that diplomacy 
io Tokyo will sattle what China Is nelther ready 
nor willing to solve by force.—Chfna Gasstis.
